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INTRODUCTION 


During recent years, demands for occupational and related literature 
have greatly increased. These come from many sources: those who wish 
to enrich the educational curricula by providing factual information on the 
world of work; those responsible for the guidance of youth in their choice 
of future careers; those responsible for the counselling of adults, potential 
immigrants and persons who may be handicapped in their efforts to follow 
the regular employment patterns. Not to be overlooked are the ever- 
increasing needs of students, their parents, teachers and advisors. 


To meet these many demands, there has been a significant increase 
in the number of publications being made available. Such material, how- 
ever, published by many different authorities, and often in widely separated 
geographical areas, can probably escape the most careful of users. 


As a further service, we have therefore prepared this Bibliography, 
Volume II listing material available from provincial agencies, private pub- 
lishers and other sources and it is intended as a companion work to the 
Bibliography of Career Information Publications, Volume I (federal govern- 
ment publications). We believe that the two volumes will answer many of 
the requests for occupational information which is not at this time available 
in our Canadian Occupations series of guidance publications. 


In selecting material for inclusion, two criteria were considered of 
importance: (1) that the literature is produced in Canada; and (2) that it 
is available in sufficient quantities to meet all reasonable demands. In meet- 
ing these criteria, it has been necessary to omit many excellent publications 
which are limited in quantity or are reprinted from elsewhere. 


Every effort has been made within the criteria to include all material 
of a useful nature, but it is inevitable that between the initial collation and 
the final printing, new publications will have been published and that others 
are now out of stock. No doubt other helpful publications have been inad- 
vertently missed. It is our intention to revise this bibliography at intervals, 
and the Department invites all readers to draw our attention to any short- 
comings and to offer any comments which will help to improve the service 
offered through this publication.
